A TACIM.ATING FOLICT. 


The administration is pursuing a 


vacillating course on the Chinese ex- 
clusion act. The Geary act, which goes 
into effect to-day, requires all Chinese 
laborers to register. Each individual 
is expected to appear for registration 
with two sun pictures of himself and 
two credible witnesses. One of the pic- 
tures is to bo attached to the certificate 
of registration tmd the other placed in 
the registry book, opposite the name of 
the Ciiinaman. 


It was announced some time since 


that the provisions of the law would be 
rigidly enforced and that all Chinese 
who did not comply with 'ts provisions 
would be arrested and sent out of the 
country. 
Subsequently the instruc- 


tions to rsvenue collectors, whose duty 
it is to roister Chinese, were modified 
and the pic^urj part of the program 
was eliminated. This emboldened the 
Ciiinase who had bean informed that 
tae picture was one of the requisites to 
ragistration. The Chinese Six Compa- 
nies advised them to ignore the law 
a ad when informed that the regulations 
r jgarding its enforcement were changed 
and the picture dispensed with, they 
were strengthened in the belief that 
t_ie Six Companies were right in advis- 
ing them not to register. 


Now the treasury department has 


issued orders to collectors of customs 
and internal revenue and special agents 
not to arrest Chinese who have not 
registered. It is also reported from 
Washington that after a lengthy dis- 
cussion between the treasury and de- 
partment of justice officials, it was de- 
cided not to proceed immediately 
against the Chinese who have not reg- 
istered to test tae constitutionality of 
the Geary act as was proposed. 
This vacillating policy must neces- 
sarily have a bad efiect. 
Chinese were 
told they must procure pictures of 
themselves and register to avoid arrest 
and tae danger of being expelled from 
tha coaocry. -Litar they ware iuformad 
that they could register without incur- 
ring the expense of getting pictures. 
Now tiie order has been issued that 
they are not to be arrested whether 
they register or not and that the gov- 
ernment will not take immediate steps 
to test the constitutionality of the 
Geary act. Under such circumstances 
it is not surprising that Chinese pay 
more attention to the edicts of the Six 
Companies than to the laws of the 
United States. 


THE RETORT COURTEOUS. 


Secretary Gresham, who pronounces 


his name Gressam, seems to forget oc- 
casionally that he is no longer a re- 
publican. While in one of those for- 
getful moods he telegraphed Governor 
Pennoyer of Oregon that there was 
danger of violence to Chinese when the 
exclusion act takes effect, and the pres- 
ident hoped he would employ all law- 
ful means for their protection in Ore- 
gon 
Governor Pennoyer, who was 


t vice elected governor in a republican 
state, because of his strict integrity, 
and sturdy independence, thought that 
he knew something of the duties of an 
office which he had filled six years, and 
would give the meddlesome secretary 
and the president who appointed him, 
a litila advice. This he did in his 
chiracteristio way, by telling him that 
he would attend to his business and 
hoped Uie president would do likewise. 
A similar dispatch was sent by secreta- 
ry Grasham to governor Markham of 
California, but his reply, if he made 
any, has not been published. He does 
not aeam to have the same idea of the 
dignity of the governor of a sovereign 
state as the Oregon farmer 
With as 


much prjpriety might the governors of 
the western states telegraph at the 
public expense to president Cleveland 
to enforce the luw which makes stand- 
ard dolUrs a legal tender for all debts, 
by coining the bullion in the treasury 
into dollars and paying them out for 
treasury notes to the Wall straet 
sharks, or, if they desired to confine 
themselves to the Caiuese question, 
tell him that the wavering policy of the 
administration on the exclusion act 
had a teadency to bring the govern- 
ment into disrepute with the Cuiaese. 
It looks ad it sejrdtary Gresham 
could have had no other motive in tele- 
graphing the governors of the Pacific 
states to do what they are sworn to do, 
that is preserve the peace, than to let 
them know that he who was a republi- 
can candidate for president in 1838, is 
no.v, through Ihs gracious act of a 
democratic president, the first officer 
"of the cabinet and second in line of 
succession to the president.

THE WIFE POISONER DOOMED 


Secretary Gresham Refuses to Com 


ment on Pennoyer's Message.. 


Serious Results of a Storm. 


Special to the JOUBNAL.! 


NEW YOBK, May 4.—The heavy rain- 


storm of last night and this morning 
has passed off, but reports from sur- 
rounding stations indicate that it left 
an unpleasant mark. The whole terri- 
tory north of eastern New York was 
drenched by the heavy rain and all the 
streams are swollen above their banks. 


The storm raged through Pennsyl- 


vania. The town of Shenandoah was 
greatly excited by the discovery to-day 
of large cracks in the dams situated 
above JCelby to run the colliery. 
The 


people were warned during the fore- 
noon and immediately commenced to 
move their goods and fled to the hills. 
The collieries along the creek ordered 
out their men and hoisted their mules. 


The streams throughout the Schuyl- 


kill coal region are much swollen and 
it is feared work will have to cease at 
many mines. 


In the Shamokin region most of the 


collieries ceased work this morning.

could not use the Lyon and Healy harp 
which had been tendered her, because 
Director Thomas had notified the harp- 
ist that the Lyon and Healy harp could 
not be used in his orchestra.

Breitschuck expressed great personal 
sorrow, but stated that there was no 
going behind the orders. 


Then Commissioner Launan pro- 


duced another letter to the same firm

Mitchell Killed by a Playful

Hugh Mitchell, one of the hostlers 


it T, K. Hymer's livery stable, was 
rilled about 5 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon by a kick of Gen. Powning's 
horse. Mitchell was leading the horse 
from the back door of the stable along 
second street and gave the animal too 
oiuch rope. The horse, which is gen- 
tle, was in a playful mood, and pranced 
iround as horses frequently do when 
jut of a stable and given much head- 
vay. The horse kicked Mitchell in the 
right side, inflicting an injury which 
shortly afterwards proved fatal.

Vlitchell walked into the stable, called 
for assistance, and Dr. Mullen was 
called to attend him' and pronounced 
the injury fatal. 


Mr. Mitchell was conscious and rec- 


ognized that the wound was fatal. 
He 


,vas removed to his room upstairs in 
the stable and expired within a few 
minutes. Four ribs on the right side 
were broken, in fact the whole side was 
jrushed, and there were internal inju- 
ries. It was about fifteen minutes 
from the time of the fatal kick up to 
the time of the man's death. The body 
was removed to the coroner's office 
where it now lies. It is probable that no 
inquest will be held. 


Mr. Mitchell was an old resident of 


the state, having worked for Derby & 
Gebhart in Virginia City many years, 
and had been in the employ of Mr. 
Hymers for some months past: He 
was a native of Scotland, about 54 years 
of age, and unmarried.

A Note of Warning to People Along the 


T;ruckeo. 


The Truckee Republican says it does 


not like to predict disasters, but the 
chances are that the Truckee riverwill be 
flooded, in the near future, so as to do 
great damage. Tahoe is now within 
four inches of the high water mark of 
last July. 
The gates are wide open 


but the lake continues to rise steadily 
and the waters will get higher and 
higher for ten weeks to come. There is 
an enormous body of snow on the sur- 
rounding mountains, ranging from four 
to six feet deep in most places. 
The 


mountains 
surrounding the entire 


Truckee basin are similarly covered, 
and nothing can prevent unusually 
high water, when the snow melts. If it 
goes off with a rush every dam on the 
river will be imperiled, and many of 
the bridges will be in danger. Dormer 
Creek bridge is almost sure to go. Its 
approaches are low, and the bridge is 
old and weak. Millmen and ice com- 
panies would do well'to strengthen 
their dams and take all possible pre- 
caution. The floods are almost certain 
for the ground is thoroughly saturated 
and a rain-storm or warm weather will 
bring an immense body of water down 
every hillside, ravine and stream.

regulations concerning the^revtion and use 
ot buildings in said town. 
By virtue of the power conferred by the 
laws of the state of Nevada tlie board of 
county commissioners in and for \Vashoe 
county do ordaiu:

Section 1. The fire limits of Reno shall bo 
bounded as follows, to-wit: By a line com- 
mencing at the center of the intersection of 
VV est street and tne alley situated between 
Third and .fourth streets; thence running 
easterly with the center ot said alley to tiie 
center of the intersection of said alley and 
bierra street; theme northerly with the cen- 
ter of bierru street to the center ot the inter- 
section ot third street and the alley between 
the plaza and fourth street; theme easterly 
with the center ot said alley to tlie center of 
tne intersection ot said alley and i'eavine 
street; then e southerly witn the center of 
feuvme street to the irucliee river; tiience 
westerly witii the meanders of saiu river to 
a point which would be reached by the center 
line of West street extended southerly to 
suid river; thence northerly with the center 
ot West street to the place of beginning. 
Section a. All buildings and structures of 
whatever nature hereutter erected within 
the suid fire limits shall be maue ana con- 
structed ot brick, btone or iron, or of combi- 
nations of these materials, ami every build- 
ing of brick, stone or iron, or ot a combina- 
tion of these materials, that shall be newly 
roofed or covered shall be constructed witu 
side walls or party walls ot bricli or stone, or 
both, and such side walls and party walls 
shall extend from the toundation to the top 
and through the root of the building; anil 
said roof snail oe co\ered with such material 
as will afford protection against fire; and 
said walls shall be so constructed as to sep- 
arate all woodwork thoroughly and com- 
pletely. In all oases such separation shall not 
ce less than tour inches ot the interior and 
exterior of eaah builuing trom all and every 
part of the interior and exterior of any 
uajoining building; and every suc-h siae wall 
or purty wall shall pass through the roof ot 
the building to which it may appertain in 
such manner as to break entirely any com- 
munication of wood whatever between such 
roof and other building; -provlueu, that 
privies and water-closets, where they are not 
attached to or do not torm a part ot any 
other structure or building and are used tor 
no other purpose, may be constructed of 
wood or any other material.

of all roofs of buildings within the lire limits 
shall be mai e and constructed of metal or 
asphaltum, covered witli gravel or some fire- 
proof material, excepting dwelling houses 
whioh are situated nc* le»s than ten ieet trom 
any other builaiug, and such dwelling houses 
so situated may ue covered with wooden 
roofs and shingles; and all houses within the 
fire limits shall be so constructed as to have

shall be hereafter altered or used as a fac- 
tory, warehouse or any purpose other than a 
dwelling house.
